WASHINGTON, March 29.—How the 
Treasury Department would settle all 
war claims between Germany and the 
United States and return to German 
nationals property seized during the 
World War was disclosed in a bill 
prepared by the department and in- 
troduced in the House today by Hep- 
resentative Mills of New York. The 
measure provi 
totals against Germany which have 
been awarded by the Mixed Claims 
Commission, including those growing 
out of the sinking of the Liisitania. 
The Treasury would look to future 
payments by Germany for its reim- 
bursement. 

The. provisions of the bill and a sup- 
plemental statement made by the 
Treasury virtually place that depart- 
ment on record as in agreerhent that

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League Moves to Protect 
Children in the Movies 


GENEVA, March 29 (#).—A move- 
ment to protect children through- 
out. the world from . undesirable 
moving pictures was initiated to- 
day by the League of Nations Ad- 
visory Commission on Child Wel- 
fare,.which adopted @ resolution for 
the creation of céntral censorship 
boards in each country, composed 
of educationalists and parents. 

The resolution stipulates that 
these boards shall prohibit the pres- 
entation of films demoralizing to 
the mentality and morality of chil- 
dren and encourage films which 
develop the education of a child. 
It further recommends an interna- 
tional entente between the national 
boards with a view to international 
interdiction of improper pictures. 

National legislation is favored to 
insure proper hygiene and ventila- 
tion of moving picture houses, with 
ample exits and the prevention of 
the exhibition of inflammable films.

SHOW BIG INCREASE 


A Total of 112,574 Offenses Last 
Year Was the Greatest Since 
1858—Dishonesty Leads.

LONDON, March 29.—An increase in 
what is described @s the luxury of 
crime is indicated by criminal statistics 
for England and Wales for last year. 
' The number of crimes which came to 
the notice of the police was 112,574, the 
highest returns recorded in the sixty- 
eight years returns have been kept, 
and these, in connection with past. fig- 
ures, show a considerable increase in 
crime since 1858. The number of in- 
dictable offenses last year,. however, 
wag less than the year before the war./ 

In the past fifty years, during which 
time the population has increased from 
20,000,000 to 39,000,000, the number of 
murders each year has remained al- 
most stationary at about 150, which 
was last year’s figure. Fourteen per- 
sons were sentenced to death for mur- 
der_last year, and tem were executed. 
Only eight convictions for murder have 
been upset on appeal during the last 
seventeen years. 

The n ber of homicides, including 
murder and manslaughtef,- last year 
was 274, compared with 7,778 in the 
United States in 1922 and 1,983 in Ita:y 
in 1918. Crimes of violence against 
persons show a decrease. :

The doc- 
tor, who is 93 years old, said that he 
would show the Deputy, who is merely 
91, that he “can’t beat me.” 

Deputy Black arrived here on 
Friday night and arrested the phy- 
gician as a horse thief, Dr. Osbaldeston 
did not become agitated. He’s too old 
a@ soldier for that. Perhaps somebody 
did steal a horse and buggy in Bing- 
hamton, N. Y., forty-five years ago 
and then escape from the personal 
clutches of Black. But it was not Dr. 
Osbaldeston. Merely a case of mis- 
taken identity by an old man,. re- 
marked the doctor. 

Even yesterday the elderly man was 
ealm and forgiving. Today, however, 
the spirit.of the Crimea, where the 
doctor says -he won a medal serving 
fin the artillery and watched the 
charge of the Light Brigade, was up; 
permost. A fighting man all his life, 
he was becoming a wee bit riled. The

Negotiations in all. — ieeadion 
of the building tredes were started a 
month before the expiration of the old 
agreement, but to date no settlement 
has been reached with the members of 
the steamfitters’ union. The men voted 
to strike at a meeting last Friday. 

Among the buildings affected by the 
atrike is. the new. hospital wing ng 
erected for Bellevue Hospital to pro- 
vide sorely needed additional facilities. 
This building was to be completed in

The principal worry of members of 
the Building Trades Employers’ Asso- 
ciation is that the strike may become 
general and other trades walk out in 
sympathy with the steamfitters, which 
would mean compl paralysis of the 
building industry in New York.

MEXICO CITY, March 20.—Regula- 
tions ‘concerning Mexico’s alien land 
laws were issued this morning and 
published in the Official Gazette 
this afternoon. The regulations are 
new effective. The right to enforce 
the regulations is derived from Frac- 
tion 1 of Article 27 of the General Con- 

stitution of the republic. 

‘The Minister of Foreign Relations 
declined to make any comment today 
on the regulations. 

The tions, as promulgated in 
The Official Gazette, follow absolutely 
the law without modifying the clauses 
which were objected to by ‘foreign 
Governments. 

Mexico is standing by her first state- 
ments that the constitutional articles 


must. be obeyed and that the regula-_ 


tions cannot expand or contract the 
law, but must simply explain the law 
without modifying it in the slightest 
degree. 

- One feature of the regulations is the 
last clause, which states that no acts 


of the law or this regulation will be 
applied retroactively in damage to any 
interests. :

Square in Brooklyn when negroes 
gathered to protest the law’s delay in 
bringing Patrolman Thomas McAuliffe 
of the Thirty-seventh Precinct to trial 
for an alleged assault on Mrs. Estelle 
Benson, a negress, of 1,723 Dean 
Street, Brooklyn. 

The negroes—men, women and chil- 
dren—aroused by a mass meeting the 
night before, surged ipto the little 
park in front of Borough Hall shortly 
before noon. Arriving by taxi, trolley 
car and elevated, they grouped to-| 
gether and paraded along the side- 
walks, displaying banners bearing 
their protests. 

“We want justice,’’ read one, ‘We 


attacking a colored woman.” 
Alleged Victim Marches. 


Heading the demonstrators as they 
paraded about the square was Dr. 
‘Thomas S. ‘Horten, pastor of the Holy 
Trinity Baptist Church and organizer 
for the National Equal Rights Leagué, 
which has headquarters in Boston. 
Mrs. Benson, the cause of the agita- 
tion, was also among the marchers, a 
patch over one eye. 

Twelve policemen from the Poplar 
Street Station warned the leaders that 
it would be best to end the demonstra- 
tion and commanded that the signs, 
for which the paraders had no permit, 
be turned upside down. 

When loud protests arose and blows 
seemed imminent, Dr. Harten waved 
to his fotlowers, calling out, ‘‘Move on; 
my friends, and start no trouble. * Dr. 
Harten then mounted the steps ‘of 
Borough Hall with most of the crowd 
behind him. While the police con- 


tinued to keep the negroes in motion, }- 


he shouted, “It is an outrage that this 
policeman ‘has not been tried for his 
crime.; Two colored men in Kentucky 
and Delaware were tried and convicted 
in less than fifteen minutes for as- 
saulting white women. Why shouldn't 
we have equal justice in city?’ 

There: was great applause from his 
listeners, although they refrained from 
using the horns, trumpets and drums 
with ‘which most of them were 
equipped. Following a further caution 
from Dr. Harten against violence, the 
negroes dispersed.

“THE BOOMING SOUTH. 

‘The South, even aside from Florida, 
is. getting a good: deal of vablicity 
nowadays. It deserves it. As CLARENCE 
Por says in a somewhat: vainglorious 
article on “ Dixie’’ “in the: April Re- 
view of Reviews, ‘‘the South is rec- 
** ognized the nation over as the new 
‘‘ land of opportunity.""’ Prosperity is 
not: unknown to other parts of the 
country —all the States have been 
keepipg step in-a grand march for- 
ward during the last twenty years— 
‘but ‘the development, of the South, 
industrial, agricultural and educa- 
tional, has proceeded at ap amazing 
pace. Those humbled at. Appomattox 
are in the van of the Union now, 
playing .their own music. For many 
years after Lres’s surrender the South 
stood still. ‘Most. of living,’’ said 
Sipney Lanier, ‘* consisted simply of 
not dying.’’° Mr. Poze puts the back- 
| wardness of the South in one sen- 
tence: 

While the per capita wealth of the 
North much more than doubled from 
1860: to 1890, the per capita wealth 
of no Southern State, except Florida, 
had climbed back: to the--1860 level

| McKINLer, who has a stiff primary |- 
fight on his hands in Illinois, begged 
the Senate to do something for agri- 
culture before the session ended,. He 
especially recommended the Dickinson 
bill, which proposes to appropriate 
$250,000,000 for the purpose of buying 
up surplus farm products, ‘Thereupon 
Senator Simmons put him: through 
a rather severe examination. Was 
there any provision in the bill for re- 
funding that money? Mr. McKinzey 
replied rather vaguely that it was to 
be “held as a revolving fund.’ Sen- 
ator .SImMONs understood this, but 
persisted in asking if the money was 
ever to be paid back. ‘When Senator 
McKIN.ey replied that the bill has not 
yet been “ perfected,” Mr. Spamons 
bluntly demanded if the Senator ac- 
tually knew-whether the bill proposed 
to do ariything of that sort. The Illi- 
nois Senator could do nothing but re- 
ply meekly: “‘No, sir.” He had to 
confess equa] ignorance about the plan 
to. place a. prohibitive tariff on im- 
ports of farm products. Still, he re- 
mained firmly of the conviction that 
something must be done for the 
farmers.

When that Congress—the Sixty-fourth 
—conyened in Washington in December, 
1915, a joint. resolution ‘to: submit , the 
amendment was again introduced. Our 
friends in Congress told us, ‘Don’t 
press for this legislation; you haven't 
got enough votes to pass it. Get busy, 
however, hold all your old friends, get 
all the new ones you can, get added 
strength and go after the Sixty-fifth 
Congress in 1916.” 

We agreed to hold off—and were 
severely criticized by some of our 
hardest workers and best friends for 
doing so. But we knew what we were 
about. * 

Had we pressed in 1915 or 1916 for 
the submission of the amendment and 
failed, we might have delayed its pas- 
sage for several years. We guessed 
right. Public. sentiment and _ the 
strategy of the day dictated holding 
off, so far as rushing Congress was 
concerned. ; 

But back in the field we got busy 
again. All the energy we put into the 
1914 election campaign boiled and bub- 
bled with hotter fire in the campaign 


of 1916. .We laid down such a barrage 
as candidates for Congress had never 
seen before and such as they will, in 
all likelihood, not see again for years 
to come, ‘ 

We didn’t try to convert the Presi- 
dential candidates during that cam- 
paign; our fight was for a dryer Con- 
gress, We knew. Wilson was not in 
favor of national prohibition. We also 


So we concentrated on Congress. 
Issue Won in 1916. 


We looked forward with confidence 
to the election of 1916. On election 
night the lights burned late at our 
Washington office. Elsewhere our 
State workers were getting the returns. 
Public interest, it will be recalled, was 
focused largely on the Wilson-Hughes 
fight, and the result was not definitely 
known for several days after the elec- 
tion day until returns'from California 
had been obtained. Ae 

But we knew late election night that 
we had won. Many hours before the 
country knew whether Hughes or Wil-' 
sen had triumphed, the dry workers 
throughout the nation were celebrating 
our victory, We knew that the pro- 
hibition’ amendment would be sub- 


just elected. Our only problem was to 
maintain public interest in prohibition 
until the new Congress should convene. 

The old Congress died in the arms of 
a filibuster on March 4, 1917, and 
President Wilson called an extra ses- 
sion of the new Congress almost imme- 
diately for the. purpose of declaring a 
state of war with Germany. .Once the 
war declaration was out of the way, 
the dry leaders could have rushed 
through a resolution submitting the 
amendment to the States, had it been 
desiraLie to do so.

“Gentlemen,” he said, pounding his 
desk, ‘I have sent for you io the name 
of the President of the United States, 
the Commander-in-Chief of the Afmy 
and Navy in this time of war. The 
food control bill must be passed and 
passed mow if it is going so do ary 
good in conserving this crop, as; the 
harvest is now beginning. 

“The House, as you know, attached 
two prohibition amendments in pass- 
ing the bill.

I will have the President write 
you another letter in which he will set 
out more clearly and fully the facts 
and conditions which we agreed on.” 

Senator Martin went again to the 
White House and the President wrote 
us a second and. more satisfactory let- 
ter.

As the result of the threatened ‘fili- 
buster against the food control bill by. 
the friends of the liquor interests in 
the United States Senate and the re- 
quests of President -Wilson, the bili 
was changed in such a, way as to pro- 
hibit the use of food materials for 
distilling liquor and. to leave optional 
with the President the use of such 
materials for the manufacture of beer 
and wine. The liquor provisions of the 
law became effective Sept, 8; 1917, prior 
to the submission of the; Eighteenth 
Amendment. Under the terms of that 
law, the distilling of beverage liquor in 
the United States was ended and was’ 
never legally resumed. ; 

Beer .and wines weré manufactured, 
however, with the Presidential ap- 
proval. For nine months the Legisla- 
tive. Committee of the -.Anti-Saloon 
League stood by, in accordance with 
its promise to the President. During 
this period the entire nation was called 
upon to conserve food. It seemed to 
us an anachronism that the President, 
after calling on 100,000,000 people. to 
save food, should permit its waste in

cants. : 

With growing tmpatience, therefore, 
the dry leaders in and out of Congress 
witnessed. the complacence of the 
White Hottse toward this continuing 
waste of foodstuffs al a time when 
the nation was on was bread.

mittee of the Anti-Sa.c League ad- 
dressed a letter to the (President. 

To this letter we received no reply: 

We went in a group to the White 
House and wére courteously received 
but came away with no more informa~- 
tion as to the Presidcnt’s policy than 
when we went there A few weeks 
after this letter was sent, Representa- 
tive Barkley introduced a wartime Pro- 
hibition bill,in the House. It did not 
come to 1 vote, but other equally effec- 
tive wartime prohibition legislation 
was passed by Congress.

Prices of Speculative Industrial 
Shares Break Again—Call 
"Money BYa%e 


prices which prevailed on the Stock. 
Exchange yesterday, accompanied by 


liquidation, could be described only as 
continuing readjustment of an over- 
inflated speculative position. When 
the stock market has been forced. up 
to wholly irrational heights, under the 
auspices of individual speculators or 
groups of speculators; it is never easy 
to foretell how fér the process of .cor- 
rection will be carried. That will al- 
ways depend on the actual resources 
of such “pools”; on the extent to. 
which they have managed to sell their 
stock, to the outside public in a ris- 
ing market and, therefore, on the 
amount of stock which they had them- 
‘selves bought on the rise and had not 
been able to turn into cash until a 
prolonged decline had turned specula- 
tive profits into losses. 

It has been evident that many of 
these speculative groups were caught‘ 


swiftness and suddenness ,of the break 
in’ prices after the middle of last 
month. Some “pools” of the sort man- 
aged to make a settlement in a lump; 
what remained of their speculative 
holdings was taken over “at a price,” 
Neither by capitalists friendly to the 
companies whose stocks the gapecula- 
tors held or, as in 1920, by the banks. 
But the experience of 1920 and, in- 
deed, of every previous episode of the 
kind in which prof speculators. 
had got beyond their depth and were 


shown that the process-of “compulsory 
liqtiidation .has to run its course.’ Its 
continuance until the position is. recti- 
fied will always be made more prob- 
able from the reluctance of bona fide 
capitalists-to support the market until 
they are gure that crippled specula- 
tive accounts of this. character have 
been cleared away. 

The downward sweep of values yeg- 
terday pervaded the whole market; 
even the larger declines were not re- 
stricted to the speculative industrial 
shares. In those stocks the losses fre- 
quently ranged from 6 to 10 points, 
and declines of 2 to 4 points were very 
general; but some of the railway 
shares als6“fell 4 to 7 points and 
United States Steel was sold one time 
nearly 3 points below last week's clos- 
ing.. The market, under all the cir- 
cumstances, is difficult to read; but 


would certainly seem to indicate that 
the selling reflected fright’ over the 
mere fact of a continuous decline, and
